I have always held 
the opinion that the importation or 
iaaunigratioa of Asiatic laborers to 
thin country should be not restricted 
bat absolutely and entirely prohib- 
ited. A distinction is sought to be 
made between the voluntary immi- 
gration of Chinese laborers and the 
importation of coolies, but it is a <li» 
tiDctioa without a difference

whole popnlation of Chin» has been 
subjected for thousands of years to 
the most cruel despotism.

been made, not one blow for freedom 
struck. The Chinese race has solved 
the problem of achieving the maxi- 
mum of production with the mini- 
mum of consumption.

question will secure proper aid 
peaceful remedies for it. The right 
to quarantine physical diseases has 
never been questioned; and can tbw 
right be denied to quarantine the 
leprosy of morals with which Uuir 
presence here would attaint oar pmrs 
atmosphere?

The Chinese Conanl aorretlitsd to 


San Francisco, wlio arrived by th* 
City of Tokio last Saturday, say*, 
relative to the proposed modifications 
or abrogation of the Bnrlingame 
treaty, that the Chinese QoTernment 
is not disposed to accede to snob ac- 
tion.

THINK OP THIS. 


Here is a nut for somebody to 


crack who believes in the infallibility 
ot Governor Bradley and the present 
bullion tax law. 
We are told that 


the monthly shipments of this dis- 
trict alone to Salt Luke and else- 
where aggregate about 130,000. The 
industry is a growing one. Indeed, 
with the exhaustion of our fuel sup- 
ply, it is not improbable that our 
principal mines may ship their ores 
beyond the State for redaction.
